EXICAN PRESS 
IS AROUSED. 


VIGOROUSLY DENOUNCES IDLE 
ANNEXATION RUMORS. 
— . — 

Reported Negotiations for Ceding 
Lower California to United States 
Teo Silly for Consideration, and 
Only Provocative of Ruffied Feel- 
ing Between Sister Republics. _ 


The press of Mexico City has taken 
up with considerable vigor the report 
published in various papers of the 
United States, of the rumored move- 
ment toward an annexation to this 
~ xeon of the territory of Lower Cali- 
ornia. 


El Imparcial, the semi-official mouth- 
piece of the Mexican government, some- 
what explosively takes editorial notice 
of the reports. It brands such rumors 
as absurd and ridiculous and ‘mpos-. 
sible, 

In conclusion El Imparcial says: 
“Fortunately for the cordiality of our 
relations, we believe that these stupid 
and absurd intrigues will find echo 
neither in the official element nor in 
the enlightened classes of the North 
American people, who know us better 
and know well how to judge us with 
reference to our patriotism and zealous 
ree for the integrity of our terri- 

ry 

The Mexican Herald in its issue of 
April 8, treats the subject more calmly, 
saying: “A good many American news- 
papers, have recently published alleged 
telegrams purporting to have been sent 
from this city and from Mazatlan, but 
In all probability originating on the 
border, to the effect that Mexico is 
willing to sell the peninsula of Lower 
California to the United States and is 
about to open negotiations with the 
American government to that end. 

“This statement is not only false but 
also absurd and calumnious. The gov- 
ernment could not if it would, and 
would not if it could, sell Lower Cali- 
fornia. to the United States, or to any 
other power, for that matter. 

“It could not if it would, as the con- 
stitution forbids the alienation of an 
inch of the national territory. 

“It would not if it could, for the 
reason that not only would such an act 
be diametrically opposed to the patri- 
otic antecedents and sentiments of 
Gen. Diag and the members of his gov- 
ernment, but that, supposing for a mo- 
ment the impossible, even if it were 
disposed to entertain such a project, 
the people of Mexico, would affix to it 
their strongest reprobation. 

“On the other hand, there is abso- 
lutely no reason why Mexico should 
want to sell Lower California, and 
there are no special circumstances at 
the present time that give any partic- 
ular pertinence to the discussion or 
that can have afforded any foundation 
in fact for the preposteroys rumors in 
question. 

“Reports of this nature appearing in 
the American press do a great deal of 
harm, because they wound the legiti- 
mate susceptibilities of the Mexican 
people in a point as to which they are 
peculiarly sensitive, and thus they tend 
to keep alive sentiments of distrust 
and suspicion, which, in these days 
when the relations of the two govern- 
ments are so cord and satisfactory. 
and commercial intercourse between 
the neighboring nations is constantly 
2 ought to be fast disappear- 
ng. 

“The governments of the United 
States and Mexico are working just 
now in entire accord, particularly in re- 
gard to the preparations for the com- 
ine Pan-American Conference. And it 
is to be regretted that irresponsibic 
sensationalistr should to some extent 
tend to counteract the realization of 
the full benefits that ought to flow 
from this practical entente between 
the chancellories of the two powers. 

“Such rumors do harm to Americans 
and American interests in Mexico, 
by furnishing a specious theme for 
anti-American tirades on the part of 
journals which exploit ancient animost- 
Hes. We would not, of course, be un- 
derstood as meaning that decent and 
self-respecting Americans are not well 
treated here. They are, and always 
have been. But there is room for even 
greater reciprocal regard, to which 
these idle and mendactous rumors. 
keeping old wounds rankling, operate 
as fe bar. 

“Fortunately, however, there fs so 
much Intercourse at present between 
the enlichtened classes of the two 
countries and their diplomatic rela- 
tions are so cordial, that rumors like 
the one in question, while annoying 
end sincerely to be deprecated,’ cannot 
permanentiy estrange or prevent the 
realization of the ‘manifest destiny’ of 
the two nations.”

been deluged with bills on the estate 
of one Charles Kalep, who, dying, left 
his estate of $20,000 to Lewis's keep- 
ing. 

For several days after the demise of 
Kalep, Lewis was under the delusion 
that he had been left a snug little for- 
tune. Since then he has awakened. 

Doctors, nurses, male and female, 
night and day nurses, undertakers, 
money lenders, householders who claim 
damage to furniture, and the promise 
alleged to have been made by the de- 
ceased to buy a boy a watch, have 
swamped Lewis in a landslide of bills. 

Mr. Kalep was one of the old resi- 
dents of San Pedro, having settied in 
that place’ when he was barely of age, 
and grew up with the busy harbor 
town. His closest friend and comrade 
was David Lewis. 

When the Russian died he left no 
will that was known of until Lewis dis- 
— a letter, which reads as fol- 
ows: 

LOS ANGELES, Sept. 21, 1901.—In 
case anything should happen to me, I 
will to David J. Lewis full control of 
my San Pedro property to dispose of 
as he sees fit. 

I[Signed.] CHARLES KALEP. 

The letter was admitted to probate, 
and is legal in every form. 

Kalep died March 20, after having 
been sick but five days, and up to his 
death made his home with Constable 
Carlson of San ro. 

MUCH “NURSED” MAN. 

Since the admittance of the will to 
probate, the bills have been coming in 
to Mr. Lewis — an alarming manner, 
and the fear is expressed that Kalep 
must have been one of the most 
“nursed” men in the United States. 

One of the accounts reads for a pro- 
fessional nurse taken from this city 
to San Pedro at the charge of $5 a day. 
An old man who. acted as a nurse's 
helper claims $30. Then four hale and 
hearty men walk up and each modestly 
asks for $30 for two days’ and four 
nights’ work. Other accounts itemizing 
matters to the threadbare limit are put 
in, and the — of Carlson's claim for 
nursing, etc., is $1072.25. 

Not to be ‘outdone, a claim was put 
in for damage to carpets and bedding 
to the amount of $185. And then some 
one presented a bill for $200, alleged to 
to been advanced to Kalep, while he 

had $13,000 in the bank. 
STILL THEY COME. 

A physician has asked $150 for at- 

tending Kalep, who was sick five days, 


and an undertaker has forwarded his 


bill for $475, with the notation that Ka- 
lep had received a good send-off. 

To cap the climax, Constable Carlson 
has asked for $50 to buy a watch for 
his. son, saying that Kalep had prom- 
ised to buy the boy a time piece. 

The attorney for the executor says 
that the end is not yet; and Lewis has 
a numb fear that he may have to go 
down into his jeans for the costly dying 
experience of his friend, Kalep. 


VICTIM OF EXPLOSION. 

Mrs. Fisher, widow of Fred T. Fisher, 
has arrived here from the East.

The banks of 
this city have been called upon in the 
week since the disaster to meet heavy 
drafts made upon them by financial 
institutions all over the State.

It is estimated by an’ expert banker 
that in actual coin there has come into 
the city since about last Friday morn- 
ing, from all over the country, to the 
several banks of the city between $19.- 
‘000,000 and $15,000,000.

“In ordinary confiagrations fire walls 
are indispensable.

COWARD INJURES MINISTER. 


James Wade Runs Down Rev. Mr. 
Lehner With “Borrowed” Auto, 
and Then Skips. 


Rev. G. G. Lehner, pastor of the Han- 
cock-street German Baptist Church, 
was run down by an uatomobile and se- 
riously injured while riding his bicycle 
on North Main street about 11 o'clock 
yesterday morning. The driver of the 
automobile was James Wade, and he 
was accompanied by three women.

| Mayor of Arcadia Wants Better Order 


and Promises to Build City
